GERMAN VERSION 


The German High Command com- 
muniqué states:—‘‘On the eastern 
front strong enemy attacks on the 
Donetz Basin were repelled with heav 
losses to the enemy.* Italian and Slova 
troops played an important part in 
this successful defence. In the central 
sector of the eastern front hard de- 
fensive fighting is continuing. 
Numerous Soviet tanks have been 
destroyed. Before Leningrad a break 
through attempt carried out by strong 
forces, supported by 3O tanks, failed. 
The enemy here lost over 1,000 men 
and 19 tanks, among which were heavy 
and monster tanks. Six further tanks 
were set on fire.” 

The German News Agency, quoting 
military sources, says: '“ German 
infantry succeeded in frustrating a 
Bolshevik attempt to break out of 
Leningrad with strong forces. The 
enemy had reinforced his infantry units 
with some 30. heavy and super-hea 
tanks. He threw in infantry regard- 
less of the intensity of the German 
fire in order to force a break through. 
The battle was fought with great 
stubbornness by both sides, and was 
only broken off when the enemy had 
lost. 19 of his tanks. When the enemy 
retired our troops counted about 1,000 
fallen Bolsheviks and 19 tanks, one of 
64 tons and seven of 52 tons.

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
states: “ During December 26 our 
troops fought the enemy on all fronts.

LONDON, Friday.—To-day’s Cairo 
G.H.Q. communiqué stated : '' Although 
isolated bodies in various stages of dis- 
organisation still remain round Barce 
and south of Benghazi, the bulk of the 
retreating enemy now appears to be in 
the Agedabya area. North of Agedabya 
there is a certain amount of confused 
fighting, in which our troops are taking 
their toll of enemy parties attempting 
to escape southwards. During this 
fighting six enemy tanks were knocked 
out yesterday, and, in addition, three 
Italian tanks, eleven Italian armoured 
cars, eleven German light tanks, some 
German and Italian aircraft, together 
with a considerable amount of material, 
were found abandoned in the Barce 
area.

The 
fact that my. American forebears of so 
many generations played their part in 
the life of the United States, and that 
here I am, an Englishman, welcomed 
in your midst, makes this experience 
one of the most moving and thrilling 
in my life, which is already long and 
has not been entirely uneventful. 1 
wish, indeed, that my mother, whose 
memory I cherish across the vale of 
years, should have been here to see. 

By the way, I cannot help reflecting 
that if my father had been American 
and my mother British, instead of the 
other way round, I might have got here 
on my own. In that case this would 
not have ben the first time you would - 
have heard my voice. In that case | 
would not have needed any invitatian, 
but if I had, it is hardly likely it would 
have been unanimous. (Laughter.) I 
must confess, therefore, that Í do not 
feel quite like a fish out of water in a 
legislative assembly where English is 
spoken. 

I am a child of the House of 
Commons. I was brought up in my 
father’s house to believe in democracy. 
“ Trust the people ’’—that was his 
message. I used to see him cheered at 
meetings and in the streets by crowds 
of working men, away back in those 
aristocratic Victorian days, when, as 
Disraeli said, the world was for the 
few, and for the very few. Therefore, 
I have been in harmony all my life 
with the tides which have flowed on 
both sides of the Atlantic against 
privilege and monopoly, and I have 
steered confidently towards the Gettys- 
burg ideal of the “ government of the 
people, by the people, for the people.” 

owe my advancement entirely to the 
House of Commons, whose servant I 
am. In my country, as in yours, public 
men are proud to be the servants of 
the State, and would be ashamed to 
be its masters. But any day; if they 
thought the people wanted it, the 
House of Commons might by a simple 
vote remove me from my office. 

But I am not worrying about it at 
all, As a matter of fact, I am sure 
they will approve very highly of my 
journey here, for which I obtained the 
King’s permission in order to meet 
the President of the United States, 
and to arrange with him all that 
mapping out af oer military plans, and 
all those intimate meetings of the high 
officers of the armed Services in both 
countries, which are indispensable to 
the successful prosecution of the war. 
I should like to say first of all how 
much I have been impressed and en- 
couraged by the breadth of view and 
sense of proportion which I have found 
in all quarters over here to which I 
have had access. Anyone who did not 
understand the size and solidarity of 
the foundations of the United States 
might easily have expected to find 
an exciting, disturbed, self-centred 
atmosphere, with all minds focussed 
upon the novel, startling and painful 
episodes of sudden war as they hit 
America. After all, the United States 
have been attacked and set upon by 
three most powerfully armed dictator 
States—the: greatest military Power in 
Europe, the greatest military Power 
in Asia—Japan, Germany and Italy 
have all declared and are making war 


upon you. 
COMING ORDEAL 


The quarrel is opened, which can 
only end in their overthrow or yours. 
But here in Washington, in these 
memorable days, I have found an 
Olympian fortitude which, far from 
being based upon complacency, is only 
the beginning of an inflexible purpose 


and the proof of a sure, well-grounded | 


confidence in the final outcome. We 
in Britain had the same feeling in our 
darkest days. We, too, were sure in 
the end. all would be well. You do not 
underrate the severity of the ordeal to 
which you and we had still to be 
subjected. The forces ranged against 
us are enormous; they are bitter, they 
are ruthless. The wicked men and 
their factions who have launched their 
peoples on the path of war and con- 
quest know that they will be called 
to their terrible account if they cannot 
beat down by force of arms the people 
they have assailed. They will stick at 
nothing; they have a vast accumula- 
tion of war weapons of all kinds; they 
have highly trained, disciplined armies, 
navies and air services. They 
plans and designs which had long been 
tried and matured. They will stop at 
nothing that violence or treachery can 
suggest. 

It is quite true that on our side 
wer and 
materials are far greater than theirs, 
but only a portion of our resources are 
as yet mobilised and developed, and 
we both of us have much to learn in 
the cruel art of war. We have, there- 
fore, without doubt. a time of tribula- 
tion before us. In this same time 
some ground will be lost which will 
be hard and costly to regain; many | 
disappointments and unpleasant sur- 
prises await, us.

To each one of you, wherever 
your duty may be, I send’ you my 
remembrance and my sincere good 
wishes for you and yours. 

I do not forget what others have 
done and are doing so bravely and so 
well in civil defence. My heart is also 
with those who are suffering—the 
wounded, the bereaved, the anxious 
and the prisoners of war. I think you 
know how deeply the Queen and I 
feel for them. May God give them 
comfort and courage and hope. All 
these separations are part. of the hard 
Sacrifice which this war démands. It 
may well be that it will call for even 
greater sacrifices. If this is to be, let 
us face them cheerfully together. I 
think of you, my peoples, as one great 
family, for that is how we are learning 
to live. We all belong to each other. 
We all need each other. 


STERN TIME 


It is in serving each other, and in 
sacrificing for our common good, that 
we are finding our true life. In that 
spirit we shail win the war, and in 
that same spirit we shall win for the 
world after the war a true and lasting 
peace. The greatness of any nation is 
in the spirit of its people—so it has 
always been since history began, so it 
shall be with us. The range of the 
tremendous conflict is ever widening ; it 
now extends to the Pacific Ocean. 
Truly it is a stern and solemn time. 
But as the war widens, so, surely, our 
conviction deepens of the greatness of 
our cause. We who belong to the 
present generation must bear the brunt 
of the struggle, and I would say to the 
coming generation, the boys and girls 
of to-day, the men and women of 
to-morrow : ' Train yourselves in body, 
mind and spirit, so as to be ready for 
whatever part you may be called to 
play, and for the tasks which will 
await you as citizens of the Empire 
when the war is over." 

We must all, older and younger, 
resolve that, having been entrusted 
with so great a cause, then, at what- 
ever cost, God helping us, we will not 
falter or fail. Make yourselves ready 
—in your home and school — to give 
and to offer your very best: We are 
coming to the end of another hard- 
fought year. During these months cur 
people have been through many tvials, 
and, in true humility which goes nand- 
in-hand with valour, have learnt once 
again to look for strength to God 
alone. So—I bid. you all—be strong 
and of good courage. Go forward into 
this coming year with a good heart. 
Lift up your hearts with thankfulness 
for deliverance from dangers in the 
past. 
Lift up your hearts in confident hope 
that strength will be given us to over- 
come whatever .perilg may lie ahead 
until the victory is won. If the sxies 
before us are still dark and threaten- 
ing, there are stars to guide us on our 
way. Never did heroism shine more 
brightly than it does now, nor forti- 
tude, nor sacrifice, nor sympathy, nor 
neighbourly kindliness; and with them 
—the brightest of all stars—is our 
faith in These stars we will 
follow with His kelp until the light 
shall ‘shine and the darkness shall 


collapse. 

May God bless you every one.

FRENCH ISLANDS 
SEIZED 


Seizure by de Gaulle naval forces of 
the French Islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon, centres of the French At- 
lantic' cod fisheries, off Newfoundland, 
has become the focal point of i 
lomatic tangle. General de Gau 
headquarters in London claimed tha 
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the Information Board, said that 
enemy nationals. were being permitted 
by the Japanese authorities to live 
under similar conditions to those which 
prevailed prior to the outbreak of the 
war. British and United States 
diplomats would probably continue to 
be interned in the Embassy com- 
pounds. 

At March, 1941, the population of 
Hongkong comprised :—Americans 396, 
British 7,982, Chinese 1,420,629, 
Europeans 2,935, Indians 7,379, Portu- 
guese 2,922, miscellaneous 2,094. 

The official German News Agency 
says that there were 22,000 British 
troops there armed “with the most 
modern and powerful armaments.’’ 


MIXED GARRISON 


The gw of Hongkong consisted 
of the 2nd Battalion, Royal Scots; 1st 
Battalion, Middlesex Regiment; one 
battalion of the Winnipeg Grenadiers, 
one battalion of the Royal Rifles of 
Canada, 2/14 Battalion,, Punjabis, and 
5/7 Battalion, Rajputs, together with 
the Hongkong olunteer Defence 
Force and the normal complement of 
R.A., R.E., R. Signals units and an- 
cillary services. Units of the Royal 
Navy and of the Hongkong Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, and detachments of 
Royal Marines co-operated with the 
military forces. 

Thé geographical features of the 
colony, its isolation. and the fact that 
its only aerodrome is on the mainland 
precluded the possibility of air support 
to the garrison. 

J okyo message says that the 
British forces’ are being rapidly dis- 
armed. ‘‘ The Japanese demands,’’ the 
despatch continues, “provided for, 
firstly, the stationing of a certain 
number of Japanese troops to maintain 
peace and order; secondly, the British 
to assume full responsibility for the 
immediate cessation of hostilities, and 
the prevention of untoward incidents; 
thirdly, further details to be decided 
later. 

‘It is understood that the remain- 
ing British troops, estimated at 6,000, 
have been ordered to disarm by noon.”

The situation in 
1941 is vastly different. The Pacific 
Ocean, which most Americans had eome 
to regard almost as mare nostrum, has 
become the scene of widespread conflict, 
One of the distant bases on which "the 
United States relied, even in theory, for 
the protection of her metropolitan shores 
has fallen to the enemy; Hawaii has been 
crippled by the severe attack which re- 
placed a formal declaration of war; an 
the Philippines, furthest removed of all 
her, outposts, are threatened by powerful 
forces of Japanese. 

Hardly less grave—though unmentioned 
by Mr. Churchill in his speech to Cou- 
gress—is the news that Hong Kong was 
compelled to surrender on Christmas Day. 
From the beginning there was little or no 
hope that the British could hold it, and 
the port's fundamental weakness, its lack 
of an unassailable water supply, has 
proved decisive. Whether, in fact, the 
lows will be a really scrious one, from the 
strategic point of view, 1s questionable ; 
there is every reason to believe that the 
British authorities have recognised the 
vulnerability of the port for many years 
past, and have concentrated, to Hong 
Kong's detriment, upon the strengthening 
of Singapore. Nevertheless, the surrender 
is only one of those several incidents 
which fully entitle Mr. Churchill to take 
a grave view of Far Eastern events, and 
to make no secret of his belief that the 
Anglo-American alliance must endure 
darker days before the dawn of better 
things. His hopes are set at a distance. 
By the end of 1942, he insists, the demo- 
cratic Allies will be on level terms with 
the “ Axis” Powers, and by 1943 they 
will be in a position to take the offensive. 
This Christmas, after all, is by no means 
one of unrelies:d gloom for the Allies. 
The Russians continue to make progress 
in their unexpected counter-attack upon 
the German invaders, and all available 
information indicates that General 
Auchinleck has achieved the greater part 
of his object in Libya: he is already at 
Benghazi, and there is no apparent reason 
why his onrush should be arrested before 
he has over-run the entire territory. These 
successes, according to Mr. Churchill, do 
not ofísct the existing dangers to the 
“ anti-Axis ’’ Powers, but they show that 
the “ Axis” is not invulnerable, and, it 
they can be wounded once, he is satisfied 
that they can be wounded mortally.

O-MORROW evening the Abbey 
Theatre Company will produce 


| “Black Fast,” a new poetic 


farce by Austin Clarke, and stage a 
revival of “ The Fiddler's House,” the 
peasant play which brought Padraic 
Colum into prominence as a dramatist. 
The timely ‘revival ought to be 
especially interesting to everybody 
whose histrionic memories hark back to 
the days of the Irish National Theatre 
Society, which marked the beginning 


away from decadence, and progression 
towards the founding of a living, 
healthy Irish theatre. 
In those early days of national 
dramatic expression there came into 
the circle gathered around Edward 
Martyn, W. B. Yeats and George 
Moore a group of younger Irish poets 
and dramatists, including Padraic 
Colum, Seumas O’Sullivan and J. M. 
Synge, whose names were to become 
well known in.the fields of literature 
aud the stage, 


PEASANT LIFE 


Lady Gregory’s ‘‘ Twenty-Five’’ and 
Synge’s “In the Shadow of the Glen’’ 
appeared in 1903, and they introduced 
for the first time two dramatists who, 
along with Colum, contributed to the 
Irish Theatre its most characteristic 
works. 
Colum’s portrayal of an aspect of 
peasant life, whereby he brings an old 
fiddler face to face with the  funda- 
mental problem of his existence, was 
played first under the original title, 
““ Broken Soil.’’ It was an apt title, Be- 
cause the theme of the work is the 
tie which binds the peasant-artist, Con 
Hourican, to his native soil. With all 
his attachment to land and home the 
fiddler has within him an inherent 
yearning for change and freedom—al- 
most for adventure—and a natural in- 
ability to remain contentedly settled. 
Colum makes his leading character a 
genius, who, like Synge’s character- 
istic tramp, hears and -answers to the 
call of the road. While the Fiddler is 
a study in temperament, the land 
hunger is expressed in his daughter, 
Anne. Nothing, says Ernest A. Boyd, 
in his ‘‘Ireland’s Literary Renais- 
gsance, ” could more beautifully, illus- 
trate the complete independence of 
Colum than his treatment of this 
theme, and the sympathy and realism 
which the playwright has put into his 
portrayal of Con Hourican makes him 
the personification of that element of 
our peasant life to which folk-art and 
folk-poetry owe their existence and pre- 
servation. .

| since Sir A. Danie all put 
forward his plan to develop British 
farming, or, more accurately speaking, 
to preserve it from falling into com- 
plete decay. He urged that farm 
reform should begin with the redistri- 
bution of the Jand into larger farms, 
and that a necessary prelude to this 
increase in the farm unit was the 
acquisition of all agricultural land by 
the State. 
The world war at that time, with 
compulsory tillage and colossal prices 
for all kinds of farm produce, obscured 
the necessity for reform, at least as 
the farmer saw things, and when the 
slump came there was a swift return to 
a system of poorly developed pasturage 
as the first symptom and primary cause 
of rural decay. 


T is more than twenty years ago 


The Approach of Ruin 


Farmers again saw the approach of 
ruin, but the nation as a whole was 
| disinterested; huge loans to the 
Colonies and to dependent countries 
were being repaid by floods of cheap 
food and cheap raw materials, and 
British industries continued to grow. 
The whole world was being trapped to 
provide food for the English factory 
worker, and half the shipping of the 
world was concentrated in English 
ports. 

A British urban worker rarely or 
never saw an ounce of British-grown 
food, and even the English farmers 
imported most of their cattle that they 
designed to feed upon the rich, but 
undeveloped, pastures, and imported 
all the maize and cake necessary for 
stall-feeding. 


The Economy of Farming 


The economy of farming had broken 
down so completely that though a few 
happily-circumstanced men could con- 
tinue mixed farming with reasonable 
rospects of a return for capital and 
abour the majority lost heart and 
sought openings in industrial and com- 
mercial enterprises. Those who re- 
mained upon the land were unable to 
spend money on new buildings, fences, 
drains or reclamation, or even to main- 
tain the works carried out by their 
predecessors. 

‘Labour inadequately paid for dis- 
agreeable work and interminable hours, 
and, with no prospects even of a bare 
living for the next generation, drifted 
to the factories, and what remained to 
work the farms became dearer and less 
efficient. 


Progressive Decay 


The great bulk of the population dis- 
liked being reminded of the progressive 
decay of farming, and asked, im- 
patiently: “Why should we pay Ws. 
for wheat we can import from abroad 
for 10s.!’’ and the farmers themselves 
began to demand special treatment— 
not to enable them to produce more 
efliciently, but to recoup their losses 
and to carry on a system that was 
damned between incompetent tradition- 
alism and desperate opportunities. —_ 
In effect,. the farmers were subsi- 
dised and are og subsidised to the 
extent of many millions a year, but 
‘that this expenditure is not in the best 
national or farming interest, the author 
shows. 

As he points out, centuries ago land 
was farmed in little patches scattered 
about the commons; then came the 
establishment of separate holdings, and 
then, in response to more potent eco- 
nomic pressure, the modern type of 
farm. He argues that the present 
morphology, so to speak, of the farm 
unit is inadequate to modern needs, 
and must be changed so that produc- 
tion can take place on a national scale, 
and so that the land itself, and the 
buildings associated with it, may be 
kept at such a state of iency as

The fact 
that none of the obvious faults of the 
work are even referred to en passant 
need not concern us here. As a 
realist, the writer places Joyce before 
Zola—a little sweeping, possibly, as 
Zola would be hard to suversede in the 
field of the realistic novel. 

. However, he brings to light some of 
the latent possibilities. of this obscure 
work and explores some of the many 
under-currents, in the shape of human 
problems, which lie unseen beneath 
the surface. An attractive feature of 
Rychner’s study is the way in which 
he. presents the author in conjunction 
with the work, making it the natural 
outcome of his life and personality— 
a Memorial in itself. To us, Dubliners,

he used Dublin as the “ take off” for 
his flight through the universe of 
human existence.

Madam d’Houdetot 


Near the end of the book he tells of 
his love for Madam d’Houdetot, and to 
it he ascribes the misfortunes which 
had befallen him in his later years. In 
a passage he describes the following 
scene with her :— 

“It was about a league from the 
Hermitage to ‘Eaubonne, and on 
my frequent expeditions it hap- 
pened that I slept there a number 
of times. One evening, after a 
supper téte-a-téte, we went out to 
walk in the garden, it being a full 
moon. At the end of the garden 
was a coppice, and in it was to be 
found a pleasant grove with a 
water-fall in it, for which I had 
given her the notion, and which 
she had carried out. Immortal 
memory of innocence and joy! It 
was in this place, seated beside her 
on the grass bank, under an acacia 
tree in full bloom, that I found the 
power to express the depth of my 
emotion in a language of which it 
was worthy. It was the first and 
only time it has happened in my 
life; but I was sublime, if such be 
the proper term, for all that a love, 
which was tender and was true, 
can charge a man’s heart with.

i Saint-Lambert was Madam d’Honde- 
tot’s lover; and the successful rival of 
Rousseau. 

But, though in this love affair he 
seems to have suffered most, he was 
already a man of many affairs. Ata 
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voung man he had fallen in love with 
Madame de Waréns, whom he called 
“ Maman.’’ Indeed, one accepts her as 
his mother until one is rather un- 
expectedly surprised. But, then, their 
relationslip was so unusual that an 
account must be réad of it before it can 
be explained. 

Then there was Madame d’Epinay, 
the rich wife of tke “ fermier général ”’ 
of France, who was his life-long friend, 
and who had lent him the Hermitage 
to live in. But, according to his own 
account, she watened his passionate 
affair with Madame. d’ Houdetot .from 
her windows, green with jealousy.

| most of his life; her name was Thérése 
Levasseur. She occurs constantly 
through the ‘‘ Confessions.’”

Pension in the Quatier Latin 


Tt was as far back as 1744, having 
returned from Venice, that Rousseau 
had first met her. He went for lodging 
to a '' pension” in the Latin Quarter, 
a house at the corner of Rue de Liuni 
and Rue de Cordiers. It was inhabited 
by a rough collection of men. ‘‘ The 
table,” according to Rousseau’s own 
account, “was composed, other than M. 
de Bonnefond, of several Irish abbés, 
gascons and people of the same <:b- 
stance. Our hostess herself had twiried 
the broom, and there was only myself 
who spoke or behaved decently. They 
aggravated the girl, and I took up her 
defence. Also the tears fell on me.

A Protector 


No sooner did her family’ discover 
that she had obtained 2 protector than 
they descended on Rousseau In @ 
horde, and it was with great difficulty 
that he managed to rid himself of them. 
Then he settled down to a fairly 
pleasant ménage with her, and she 
became the inseparable companion ot 
his life, even 40 dominating him in the 
end, although in the sixth book of his 
‘Confessions’ he says frankly: 
“ From the first moment at which I 
saw her until this moment I have never 
felt the least spark of love for her, 
Indeed, he admitted that she was 
stupid. te 

“TI tried to form her spirit and my 
care was thrown away. Her spirit was 
what nature made it. Culture and 
care made no impressi_n on it.” And 
yet he preferred her to the great and 


Julie in ‘‘ Za Nouvelle Héloise”’ wrote 
to ker lover, Saint Preuse: “ You have 
gained by being with peasants, and you 
lose by being among the clever people.” 
In this lay the secret of her attraction 
for him, 

In the years following she travelled 
everywhere with him, to England as 
well, though David Hume, Rousseau's 
sponsor there, had not a good word to 
say of her. 


Strained Relationship 


And in the end she was with him 
when he died from a stroke at Ermen- 
onville, a small place lent him by the 
Marquis de Gérardin. It was said 
for some time that their relationship 
had been strained. Perhaps her nature 
had been warped by the unnatural act 
on the part of Rousseau in placing the 
children which were born to them in 
a foundling hospital, and so quitting 
himself even of their subsequent 
identity. Be that as it may, he was 
barely cold in his grave, the greatest 
man in France, when it was common 
gossip and published everywhere that 
Í his widow was intent on marrying 4 
certain Henry Bailey, a servant in the 
establishment of the Marquis, an 
Irishman. 

M. de Gérardin intervened, and 
commenced by putting Therese in 
another house at the end of the 
domain, to make safe her retreat from 
the crowds of enthusiastic pilgrims, 
and also from the spite of her neigli- 
bours. Then he lectured her _in- 
tended, and pointed out to him how 
shocking it was for him to have an 
affair with a woman, who was only 
just a-widow; and herself was ap- 
proaching sixty years of age; and that 
the memory of Rousseau should be 
| kept venerable, half sacred. But the 
man readily replied: “ Madam Rous- 
seau wishés to share her fortune with 
me, and I think that I would not be 
just to myself if I refuse.” At this 
he was shown the door. Then, after 
‘a sharp passage with the Mar- 
quis, Thérése Levasseur demanded back 
the papers of Rousseau which the 
Marquis had taken for safe-keeping, but 
which he now returned. And she left 
Ermenonville, accompanied by Bailey, 
and went to a neighbouring village, 
Plesses-Believille. Bailey had once 
worked there in the castle of the Pruice 
de Conte as a groom. In this village 
she took a house. 

As regards to fortune, Theérése was 
well’ off. Rousseau had left her 14,000 
livres, on which M. de Gérardin gave 
her an mcome of 700 livres a year; also 
another 500 was paid by his publishers 
“*Libraire hev,” and another 200 came 
from the Lord Maréchal. Also, after 
Rousseau’s death, the King of England 
gave her a present of 6,000 livres. 
Henry Bailey, however, soon got his 
fingers on it, and made it fly; what on, 
one does not know. Perhaps it was on 
horses. Anyway, nine vears Jater, in 
1787, they had their creditors in ful! 
flight after them. At the outbreak of 
the Revolution they were without 
money, though the Marquis, wishing 
to have nothing more to do with her, 
some time back, had handed over to 
her Rousseau’s legacy. 

The National Assembly in Paris was 
then notified of the state oí poverty, 
and even hunger, of the widow of 
Rousseau, a name famous all over 
Europe since the publication of the 
second part of the “ Corfessions,”’ and, 
accordingly, in 1790 they voted to her a 
sum of 1,200 livres a year. But this 
sum also was soon eaten up, or 
mortgaged by Henry Bailey, a con- 
stantly travelling and indecisive figure, 
whose name omy appears on deeds. 
undertakings, inventories, or such like 
hterature. 
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The Revolution 


Indeed, in 1793, she being the age of 
72, that is in the year of the Revolu- 
tiop—year ll—a table, a bed, some 
chairs, and covers, and some odd pieces 
of furmiture seem to have been her 
only property. Again she appealed to 
the National Assembly for help, and 
after some discussion and criticism they 
accorded her another 2300 livres a year. 
But when it was suggested that she 
should figure in the funeral cortége 
when Rousseau’s body was to be taken 
to the Pantheon, a deputy intervened 
and said that after making due 
inquiries at Exrmenonville, he was of the 
opimon that the Convention had done 
enough for Thérése Levasseur in giving 
her a pension. And, hurriedly, the 
deputies called for “the order of the 
day.” And further discussion on the 
5 me was dropped. And she did not 
igure m the procession. 

When she died, in 1901, there was 
rot enough money to pay for her 
funeral expenses, for her evil genius, 
Bailey, had taken everything from her, 
though it was. proved that she had 
never actually married him. She had 
employed him, as the term is, as 
“ homme de confidence “.to manage her 
affairs, which he did for his own con- 
venience. 

Bailey did not leave Plesses Belle- 
ville after her death; but he himself 
died four years later at the age of 60 
completely denuded of resources. ;

The shortage of supplies of all kinds 
makes it difficult for long-established 
firms, but makes it practically impos- 
sible for new openings, except in some 
very special lines. We are, perhaps, 
singularly fortunate, notwithstanding, 
in the small number of vacant shops 
which are observable in our principal 
thoroughfares. 
Sales of antique furniture, silver, 
pictu es, porcelain, china and objets 
d’art have been singularly successful 
during the year, and although the 
market was practically confined to 
Irish buyers, prices were distinctly 
better than in previous years. 


JACKSON STOPS AND 
MCCABE 


Messrs. Jackson Stops and McCabe 
report a very successful year’s busi- 
ness, in spite of the increasing 
difficulties and unsettled conditions pre- 
vailing. At the commencement of the 
year the shortage of petrol adversely 
affected the sales of country properties 
generally, and this was very much 
accentuated by the outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease. Later in the year, 
however, sales of Jand were very brisk, 
and Mr. McCabe, principal of the firm, 
states that he has never known so 
much land to have changed hands in 
any one year. Certain country 
properties, which had been deemed 
almost unsaleable in years past, readily 
found buyers this year. This appears 
to be due to the fact that investment 
in city premises was not regarded as 
such good security. Many estates and 
farms have been sold by the firm 
during the year, and there is.a notable 
increase in the price per acre. 
Suburban houses were still in good 
demand throughout the year, although 
rices had not appreciably increased. 
his was strange, bearing in mind that 
building has now practically ceased, 
and that the cost is from 25 p.c. to D 
p.c. more than before the war. In 
spite of transport difficulties, buyers 
seemed anxious to acquire houses in 
Dundrum, Killiney and Foxrock areas, 
and the firm have sold many properties 
in these districts during the year.
